It was during the death throes of a cold Sinday afternoon 
on Wikwemikong Reserve on Manltoulin Island, and the speaker 
was Mrs Josephine ManltowaW. To some, she Is a trouble- 
. maker of the worst kind, especially to the white community 
of the Island, but to others, mostly on the reserve Itself, she 
has been of great help in standing up for the legal rights of the 

Indian people, 

,palsed In white society, Mrs ManltowaW regrets not having 
"had the privilege of being raised on a reserve", but reels, for 
better or for worse, "the white man's way-" 
"It's not necessarily the right way, tut you have to fight ore 
with 'fire," She laughed heartily for a moment, stubbed out the 

sema, than became serious, 

To her, the culture of the people was still alive, still there, 
and it was the parents' responsibility to see that pride in 
it was established and maintained. Nearly everyone who has 
been in a Manttoulin tourist trap has probably seen a picture post 
card of an Indian woman dressed In buckskin, flanked by se - 
veral small, similarly dressed children. Television viewers 
may remember the documentary on Paul Kane some time 
ago on the CBC, in which an Indian woman was Interviewed 
about keeping the culture alive and getting the old ways back. 
Still others may have been to the annual pow wows at Wikwe- 
mikong, and seen the dances, heard the music, seen the peo- 
ple. You have therefore felt some of Mrs ManltowaW*s Influ- 
ence, since she was the person mentlonned In the first two 

"I've taught my children from the very flrst to be proud of 
their heritage", she added. When her children watch the In- 
dian continually lose the battles on television, she reminds 
them that the white man makes those Alms to feel good and 
that someday, the Indians will be the film-makers and the 
tables will be turned. 

But culture Is not her only concern. 

Wikwemikong Is unique. No treaty was ever signed brtween 
the residents of Wikwemikong and the white man. There- 
fore, the residents for the most part are non-treaty Indians, 
meaning that all treaty Indians and all non-Indians are 'trespassers 
on the reserve unless their presence Is sancttonned by the cnier 
and council, as well as by the people themselves. 

"I'm proud of that," she said. "I'm glad we didn't sign no 
treaty with them. "That others do not share this pride Is bo- 
thersome, however. , M1 , „ 

"The leaders are here. There are good, qualified leaders, 
but without the pride in themselves as Indian s..."Her hands des- 
cribed a position of surrender. 

U the others would not fight for what they have and what 
they are, "It's their own damn fault".

TORONTO (CUP) - Control ot 
Ryerson Press, the 140-year old 
United Church -.owned publishing 
firm, passed into American hands 
today, with its sale to McGraw- 
Hill, December 1. 
A storm of protest was raised 
when news of the proposed sale 
reached the public about a month 
ago, but meetings between Church 
and government officials wereun- 
able to halt it. The United Church 
had agreed not to sell only If 
an alternate Canadian buyer could 
be provided. 

According to Ontario Premier 
John Robarts, "the government of 
Ontario is unable to furnish the 
guarantee...therefore, the arran- 
gements between the United Chu- 
rch of Canada and McGraw-Hill 



of Canada, Ltd., remain unchan- 
ged. 

On the eve of the sale, Robarts 
announced the appointment of a 
Royal Commission in Ontario to 
Investigate the problems of the- 
Canadian book publishing Indus- 
try. 

The Commission will pay special 
attention to the publication of text 
books and other printed material 
used In the schools. Ryerson was 
the second major text book com- 
pany in Canada this year to be- 
come American controlled. 
According to Liberal MP Tim 
Reld, $124 million worth of Im- 
ported books were sold on the 
Canadian market last year with 
$100 million going to U.S. publi- 
shers. 



But as more ana more Ameri- 
can contents creeps into Canadian 
education, Ontarions at least may 
take comfort from that trusty 
problem-solver, the Royal Com- 
mission. ' 
Robarts says the -Commission 
will have broad terms of refere- 
nce, will be able to' travel any- 
where in the country and will 
consider what actions the Onta- 
rio government can take to aid 
the industry* 

Ontario education minister, Wi- 
lliam Davis is also aboard the 
bandwagon to promote whatever 
dwindling bits o.f Canadian publi- 
shing are left. His department is 
considering several Interim reco- 
mmendations for sasslstlng text- 
book publishers.

Ontario universities continue to 
grow says government report 



Preliminary enrolment reports 
from Ontario's fourteen provin- 
cial^ assisted universities and 
colleges and from Waterloo Lu- 
theran University indicate that 
there aro 115,672 students enrol- 
led In full time programs In On- 
tario, the Honourable William G. 
Davis, Minister of University Af- 
fairs, announced November 30. 
The total represents an increase 
of 12.1% over last year's full time 



enrolment of 103,206. 
These figures indicate that while 
actual enrolment totals continue to 
grow as the college age- group 
increases in numbers, the per- 
centage rate of increase in full 
time university enrolment has In 
fact been declining over the past 
three years. Last year's total fi- 
gure represented an Increase of 
14.5% over the 1968-69 enrolment 
of 90,050, which was In turn an 
Increase of 17.3% over the pre- 



vious year's total of 76,782. 
This year the total undergra- 
duate enrolment is 102,280 and 
the graduate enrolment is 13,386. 
The number of first year stu- 
dents Is 33,352. Of further inte- 
rest is the fact that, although 
there are small fluctuations among 
universities, this year's total dif- 
fers by only 0.6% from the offi- 
cial projection based on university 
submissions in November of 1909.
